Coming to San Francisco bay to take 
part in maneuvers there, eight bat- 
tleships, 27 destroyers, five aircraft 
carriers, four submarines and a hos- 
pital ship will be seen by those who 
visit the bay between August 16 and 25.

" few main streets are lined with mod-
